James E. Tawney, 44, of 346 
W. Middle St., was arrested at 
his home Monday afternoon by 
the FBI and arranged before 
U.S. Commissioner J. Francis 
Yake charged with the inter­ 
state transportation of a motor 
vehicle. He was released under 
$3,500 bond to await action in 
federal court in Baltimore. 
Tawney is charged with trans­ 
porting a 1963 Cadillac from 
Pennsylvania to Maryland. This 
is the fourth vehicle in which 
Tawney is involved in a conspir­ 
acy of one sort or another. They 
include another Cadillac, 
an 
Oldsmobile and a tractor-trail- 
er. 
Yake set the bond at $3,500 
and permitted Tawney to sign 
his own recognisance. The U.S. 
district attorney in Baltimore 
is reported to have consented 
to that form of bond in view of 
the fact that Tawney is already 
under $15,000 bail for various of­

When Tawney was first ar 
rested here in February, Thom* 
as Stepp, of Reading, was also 
apprehended. He is a prisoner 
in the Adams County Jail The 
FBI have lodged a federal war­ 
rant as a detainer against him. 
At his hearing before Justice of 
the Peace Robert P. Snyder last 
week he Was charged with con­ 
spiracy involving a motor ve­ 
hicle. He was represented at 
that time by Atty. John Mac 
Phatt. Bail was not requested 
and Stepp remains a prisoner 
here. 
Tawney has been represented 
by Atty. Robert B. Frey, of Han­ 
over.

GENEVA (AP)—Th* Greek, 
Turkish and British govern­ 
ments today approved the nom­ 
ination of fanner Finnish Pre­ 
mier Sakari S. Tuomioja as 
U.N. mediator far the Cyprus 
dispute. 
U.N. Secretary - General U 
Alant needed approval only 
from the feuding Greek and 
Turkish Cypriot communities 
before making the appoint­ 
ment, and this was expected 
because of the Greek and Turk­ 
ish acceptance of Tuomioja.

bassy building to advance his 
crusade He was questioned then 
and released for lack of evidence,

NO POLITICAL MOTIVE 
The police said there ap­ 
parently was no political motive 
fag the f—mwu President Ken­ 


nedy’s appointment in 1961 of 
the popular, Japanese-speakini;

Local Fag Smokers Are Undaunted By 
Lung Cancer Report Of Top Surgeon 


Contrary to what is happen­ 
ing in other communities be­ 
cause of the government report 
on cigarette smoking, smokers 
in Gettysburg are a hard-head­ 
ed bunch of man and women 
who refuse to go slang with the 
crowd. 
A spot survey ef dispensers 
af tobacco products baa re­ 
vealed that not only have Get- 
tysburglans not cut down their 
consumption of cigarettes, but 
they are smoking twice as much 
pipe tobacco to the bargain. 
Most of the tobacco and cig­ 
arette counters report that, far 
a few days after the govern­ 
ment report was made public, 
cigarette 
sales 
were 
down 
slightly. But smokers in this 
town, whose scares over the 


past IOO years have included 
everything from bursting shell­ 
fire to fiery crosses, have re­ 
fused to be sufficiently fright­ 
ened to change their habits — 
even lf they are promised long­ 
er life. 
SMOKES MORI 
As one fellow Is reported to 
have saki, "Before the report 
was made public I was smoking 
a pack a day. Now I'm so nerv­ 
ous I smoke three packs a day.” 
One store said that the drop­ 
off in cigarette sales never 
readied 
the 
a n t i c i p a t e d 
point and. while the decrease 
was noticeable for several days, 
total sales at the end of the 
month showed no appreciable 
decline. Sales for February are 
reported to be equal to sales of 


the some period last year. 
Some cigarette smokers ap­ 
parently had a few good inten 
tions. Many rushed right out 
and bought pipes and smoking 
tobacco, but many of them al­ 
so took along a carton of ciga­ 
rettes — just in case they didn’t 
like the pipe. 
TOBACCO SALIS UF 
Only one tobacco store to town 
reports s sizeable increase in 
the sale of pipes and smoking 
tobacco, but it also reports cig 
arette sales in line with tost 
year. Pipe sales at this particu­ 
lar store are up 30 per cent and 
smoking tobacco has doubled 
in local sales. Cigar sales have 
remained about steady.

HARRISBURG (AP)-This is 
the time of year when th* State 
Game Commission says that 
man's best friend, the dog, 
turns into the deer’s worst ene­ 
my—a killer. 
Statistics bear the commission 
out on this point In the first two 
months of this year, 405 deer 
were reported killed by dogs. 
Commission 
officials stress 
the word “reported,” because 
they feel that at least "as many 
more” such killings go unde­ 
tected. 
PICURIS ON RISI 
The kill is rising, too. Com­ 
pare the 1S64 statistics with 
those of IMS and 1963 and the 
commission's concern becomes 
obvious. 
Two years ago, 513 deer were 
reported killed by dogs. Last 
year, 677 kills were reported. 
With the March report still to 
come, there is the belief that 
the 1964 kill will continue the 
upward trend of the past two 
years. 
George H. Harrison, editor of 
the Pennsylvania Game News, 
says that most of the kills occur 
during "the late winter," be­ 
cause that is the time when the 
deer are most susceptible to at 
tack. 
DHR ARI WI AK 
They are weaker than usual 
because food is Marco, he ex­ 
plains. Also, the snow cover re­ 
duces their mobility. Dogs run 
them to exhaustion, then move 
in for the kilL 
What type of a dog turns into 
a killer dog? 
Thomas F. Bell, chief of the 
eons Bastion's division of law en­ 
forcement, provided the answer. 
"AO dogs have a natural in­ 
stinct for a chase and even a 
friendly pet can turn into a deer 
killer,” he said. 
Harrison elaborated. 
UNCONTROU.ID DOGS 
"Most of the killer dogs are 
form dogs not controlled by 
their owner," he said, "or dogs 
that have been turned loose in 
foe woods Ie be gotten rid of." 
How can you counter this ef­ 
fectively he was asked. 
"The only thing you can do is 
to plead with people not to turn 
the dogs loose and keep them 
under control," he replied, "lf 
someone wants to get rid of his 
dog, put it away or give it to 
the Humane Society, but don' 
let it run loose in the woods.

KENNEDY COINS 
ARE RELEASED 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Mil­ 
lions of half-dollars bearing the 
likeness of John F. Kennedy go 
into circulation today through 
foe Treasury in Washington and 
hanks across the nation. 
Twenty-six million of the new 
half-dollars are available for 
distribution and about IC mil 
lion more will be circulated be­ 
fore the end of the year. Unless 
Congress changes the law the 
mint will turn them out for 25 
years or longer. 
The 50-cent piece will replace 
the Benjamin Franklin half 
dollar, which was minted from 
April 1948 until the end of last 
year. The first coins in the new 
aeries ware struck Feb. ll 
at the Denver and Philadelphia 
mints. The Kennedy coin was 
authorized by a law enacted 
last Dec. 30.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Johnson administration, licking 
control over prices and wages, 
is trying in a gingerly way to 
nudge business and labor Into 
keeping them down. 
At the same time. President 
Johnson has urged Congress to 
vote a $545-million pay raise for 
1.7 million government employ­ 
es. even if the 535 Congress 
members hesitate to include 
themselves in the increase. 
Johnson and his economic ad­ 
visers, walking tip-toe in this 
prickly field where the govern­ 
ment has no authority to forbid, 
are not telling business and la­ 
bor flatly there should be no 
boosts. 
LIAVIS DOOR AJAR 
What they seem to be saying 
in their anti-inflation efforts, of­ 
ten using a rather foggy prose, 
is that there should be no price- 
wage increases unless they are 
justified. 
This leaves the door ajar, al­ 
though Johnson can’t do more 
than this, since a businessman 
anxious to raise a price or a 
union bent on higher wages will 
always argue a justification. 
This Is exactly what Johnson 
himself does in proposing an in­ 
crease in government pay. He 
says failure to increase it would 
make more difficult the task of 
recruiting and keeping top flight 
people in government. 
STOPPED ON ROLL CALL 
Two weeks ago in Congress, 
the House appeared to be in a 
rush to raise government sale 
lies, including a $10,000 addition 
to the $22,500 now paid all mem­ 
bers of House and Senate, a 44 
per cent increase. 
Every time one of its mem 
hers sought to block this in­ 
crease, the House brushed it 
aside, or rather it did the test 
brushing so long as they were 
not voting in a roll call where 
each member's vote would be 
listed by name. 
But when a roll call was 
forced on them, they suddenly 
killed the whole pay raise no­ 
tion, for themselves and every­ 
body else, by a vote of 222 to 
184. 
RUBBERY REPORT 
A few days later, Johnson 
wrote a letter to House Speaker 
John W. McCormack, D-Masa., 
proposing the Home start all 
over again and raise govern­ 
ment salaries. 
He said Congress’ hesitancy 
to give itself a raise was no 
reason for not giving the other 
federal employes a boost.

The six-hour emergency oper­ 
ation was performed Monday at 
Walter Reed Army Medical Cen­ 
ter where the general had been 
making a satisfactory recovery 
from a March 6 gall bladder 
operation.

charge was contemplated. 
HAS HEMORRHAGES 
At 8 a.m. Monday, the hos­ 
pital 
reported, 
severe upper 
gastro • intestinal hemorrhag­ 
ing was detected and four hours 
later surgery was begun. 
At the outset it was dis­ 
covered that the bleeding was 
from 
ruptured 
veins in the 
esophagus, the tube which car­ 
ries food from the throat to the 
stomach. Bleeding there is con­ 
nected sometimes with an en­ 
largement of the spleen, and 
that abdominal organ was re­ 
moved. A tube was passed Into 
the esophagus to control bleed­ 
ing in that area. 
THREAT TO LIPE 
The spleen is not necessary to 
life, but if diseased can thnut- 
en lift. It produces white blood 
ceUs, stores red blood ceUs and 
appears to have some role In 
the 
body’s disease - fighting 
mechanisms. 
The two chief surgeons wore 
LL Gen. Leonard D. Heaton, 
the Army's surgeon general, 
and Lt. Col Thomas J. Whelan 
Jr. They were the chief surgeona 
also in the March • operation in 
which the gaU bladder, packed 
with gaU stones, was removed. 
“Considering the seriousness 
of the operative procedure, Gen. 
MacArthur continues to react 
satisfactorily,” Heaton said lata 
Monday night.

Before the earlier operation 
there were fears that Mac­

rank of general of the Army, 
was suffering from cancer.

“—Help induce new industry 
and expand existing industry, 
providing more job* for Penn­ 
sylvanians.

program as a “personal vic­ 
tory," despise increased public 
speculation that it projected 
him into the forefront of the Re­ 
publican presidential race.

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AGENCY TO AID 
FARM HARVEST 
LABOR PRORLEM

WASHINGTON (AP)—A new 
organization is being formed 
here to help farnurs attack the 
problem of finding 
sufficient 
seasonal workers to harvest cot­ 
ton, fruit, vegetable and other 
crops. 
It will be known as the Na­ 
tional Council of Agricultural 
Employers. Its creation—includ­ 
ing incorporation and establish­ 
ment Rf headquarters in Wash­ 
ington—has been authorized by 
the National Farm Labor Users 
Committee of which J. B. Kirk- 
lyn, cotton farmer at Pecos, 
Tex., is chairman. 
LABOR SHORTAGE 
A statement announcing crea­ 
tion of the council said many 
farmers are expressing alarm 
over reports of future farm la­ 
bor shortages. 
“The new organization will 
have for its first goal the devel­ 
opment of a program to insure 
farmers an adequate labor sup­ 
ply so that the consuming pub­ 
lic may continue to enjoy high 
quality food and fiber at reason­ 
able prices,” the statement said. 


CUT SEED PRODUCTION 
WASHINGTON (AP) — Com 
mercial growers of vegetable 
seeds plan to decrease produc­ 
tion to 22 kinds and types and 
to increase production for 22 
others. 
Reporting this, the Agricul 
tore Department said by groups 
prospective production of seed 
peas is down 35 per cent, all 
sweet and nonsweet corn 21 per 
cent and seed beans I per cent. 
Other decreased included pole 
lima beans, chinese cabbage, 
pumpkin, winter squash, kohlra 
bi, rutabagas, celery, cucum 
ber, muskmelon, mustard, pars­ 
nip and radial. 
Increases were indicated for 
beets, swiss chard, onion seed, 
parsley, cabbage, spinach, egg­ 
plant, pepper, turnip, endive, 
carrot, cauliflower and lettuce.

(Continued Prom Pegs I) 
tobacco customers at this par­ 
ticular store are trying a pipe 
for the first time, the proprie­ 
tor believes. “At least, they’re 
mostly fellows in the 20’s, and 
the way they buy tobacco is 
some indication that they don’t 
know what it is they should 
smoke. After a while, though, 
they ask for a special brand or 
blend, probably because they’ve 
tried someone clse’s and liked 
it.” 
None of the local stores re­ 
port having sold pipes to wom­ 
en, although one admits that 
“they may be sending their hus­ 
bands in to buy them . . . or 
maybe they’re smoking the old 
man’s.” 
Women motorists have been 
seen smoking a pipe. 
What do thes6 figures indicate? 
As one store manager says: 
“People 
in 
Gettysburg 
are 
smoking more and enjoying it 
just as much as ever — for the 
short time they have left.” 
All local tobacco counters re­ 
port “too many kids are smok­ 
ing.” While the state has inau­ 
gurated a severe penalty system 
for venders caught selling to 
boys and girls under 18 years 
of age, “some of them still are 
getting cigarettes.” One mer­ 
chant says he believes that 50 
per cent of the youngsters un­ 
der 18 in Gettysburg are habit­ 
ual smokers. He also estimates 
that 20 per cent of his sales are 
made to persons between 18 
and 21 years of age. 
TEEN-AGE 
SMOKERS 
Local merchants are greatly 
concerned about the high per­ 
centage of teen-age smokers 
and are hopeful that the state 
will enforce sufficiently high 
penalties to break the trend. 
“Parents who smoke have a 
rought time convincing their 
teen - age children that they 
should not smoke,” says one 
merchant, 
“but most of us 
didn’t 
start 
to 
smoke 
until 
we were at least in our early 
20’s and our lungs were com­ 
pletely 
developed. 
Many 
of 
these boys and girls start to 
smoke in grade school and are 
fiends at the age of 14. Parents 
who smoke are in the best po­ 
sition to know the hazards of 
smoking and they don’t want 
to see their children make the 
same mistake.”

SPECIAL TRAINING 
He is making a political and 
economic as well as a military 
attack on the Viet Cong, and to 
speed efficient local civil re­ 
forms he is giving young army 
officers special civilian admin­ 
istration training and will use 
them at the village level. 
On the government bombing 
of villages, which has killed 
civilian adults and children and 
disturbed 
many 
Americans: 
“ A 
difficult 
problem, 
some­ 
times there is no alternative. 
We can’t tell Viet Cong from 
innocent peasants. No machine 
can tell us. 
Sometimes the 
peasants leave before we bomb 
but there is no easy solution." 
SEEK PEASANT SUPPORT 
If Ambassador Henry Cabot 
Lodge 
returns 
to the United 
States the Vietnamese people 
would view this as a great loss 
but 
ask 
"send 
us 
another 
Lodge" 
Khanh gave every appear­ 
ance 
of 
confidence 
that he 
would be able to reform the 
government s t r u c t u r e , win 
peasant support which he and 
others agree is essential to vic­ 
tory, and gain the initiative in 
this stalemated war. 
Khanh 
answered 
all ques­ 
tions freely with the exception 
of whether and how the war 
might be carried to North Viet 
Nam. He termed that a matter 
o f military security. 
VIET CONG THREAT 
Much of the questioning cen­ 
tered around the problem of 
winning the peasants to the 
government side since the Com­ 
munist Viet Cong hold many 
rural areas. 
This is particularly true of 
the provinces just south of 
Saigon where it is dangerous to 
stray even a few hundred yards 
from main roads without being 
shot or captured by the Viet 
Cong. 
Khanh said his program of

Defense Robert McNamara) is 
a very nice man—an intelligent | 
man. I told him when he ar­ 
rived here we have this clear- 
and-hold plan. I told him we 
1 have all the means, we have 
the force to clear but we can 
not hold. By hold I mean not 
the military or the terrain but 
I mean hold the population. The 
objective is the population. 
SEEKS CIVIL SERVANTS 
Khanh’s program requires a 
strong civil servant force in the 
field to administer the hamlets 
and villages that are captured. 
Americans have deplored the 
lack of initiative on the lower 
levels. Khanh conceded he was ^ 
having difficulty finding efficient | 
civil servants and said: 
"We have weaknesses. We in-, 
herited this weakness from the 
corruption and inefficiency of 
the Diem regime. The 
main 
point is to organize the ham­ 
lets. Yesterday I signed a new 
measure for the new promotion 
of officers at Thuu Due (mili­ 
tary reserve officer 
school). 
When they finish training next I 
month they then go away for | 
two more weeks' training for 
administration of social and po­ 
litical things. Most of them will 
be sent to district and hamlet 
level for administration.’ 
NOT ALL COMMUNISTS 
yhanh was asked if he felt he 
had 
serious opposition other 
than the Viet Cong, since many 
have expressed fear he might j 
be assassinated.

were against the Diem regime. 
But they are split also—deeply 
split In six months this split 
will be definite and bloody, 
like 1956 and 1957 in Vietnam­ 
ese ranks.

TRAINING PLAN 
FOR RANGERS

WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. 
planners hope to remold South 
Viet Nam's Rangers into a mo­ 
bile guerrilla force that would 
move into Communist-infested 
areas ahead of conventional Vi­ 
etnamese army units. 
The specially trained Rangers 
would feel out the Communist 
Viet Cong, locate and engage 
their concentrations and enable 
the helicopter-borne Vietnamese 
army to strike with a sure blow 
at the elusive Red guerrillas. 
This is what the White House 
referred to last week when it 
spoke of creating "a highly 
trained guerrilla force that can 
beat the Viet Cong on its own 
ground.** 
The idea is not a new one.

Ranger companies at least as 
far back as 1961. 
LACK EFFECTIVENESS 
In the view of the highest 
U.S. military authorities, these 
counterguerrillas haven’t been 
nearly as effective as they 
should have been. 
One main reason, authorities 
•ay, is that many Ranger units 
were used as ordinary infantry 
and their special training as 
antiguerrilla bush fighters was 
wasted.

Nguyen 
Khanh, the new strongman pre 
miff, is not enunciating any 
new strategy when he puts for 
ward a plan to “clear and hold’ 
areas now overrun by the Com 
munists. 
CONO FACES RETURN 
As the White House statement 
of March 17 indicated strongly, 
South Vietnamese regulars have 
been able to clear the Com 
munists out of certain areas 
. temporarily. 
But the South Vietnamese 
have not been able to keep the 
areas cleared, and the Viet Cong 
slipped back in behind the de­ 
parted regulars. 
Urn reason for this, U.S. lead­ 
ers feel, is that the South Viet­ 
namese Civil Guard and other 
local paramilitary forces in the 
affected areas have not been of 
good enough fighting quality. 
The aim now is to make these 
home guard type elements as 
effective as they can be.

The heavy, choking odor of 
Russian tobacco hangs over 
leather chairs in the lobby of 
the Hotel Varadero Internation­ 
al. Through the swaying palms 
on a starlit March night, a huge 
red star blinks on the hotel 
rbof. 
RUSSIAN SECTOR 
On the eastern outskirts of 
Havana—in their own "ghetto” 
skyscraper—Uve Russian 
and 
East European technicians, en­ 
gineers and experts. 
These are symbols of Soviet 
influence in Cuba. There are 
others—Communist trucks and 
buses, an occasional Sovi et - 
made patrol boat equipped with 
rockets 
along 
the 
northern 
coast, Cuban soldiers and mili­ 
tiamen with East bloc weapons. 
There is no doubt of the grow­ 
ing Communist influence. 
But Cuba does not give the 
same police state impression 
as, say, Communist East Ber­ 
lin.

There 
are military trucks on the dock­ 
side, guarded by soldiers and 
militiamen. 
Cuban troops are not much in 
evidence in Havana. It is said 
they live in tent cities on the 
outskirts.

FAGS TSN 
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SAYS ASTHMA 
IS CAUSED BY 
MOUTH MOLD

DENVER, Colo. (AP) — A 
yeast-like mold that may be 
growing inside half the world’s 
inhabitants has been found to 
cause asthma, an allergy spe­ 
cialist said Monday. 
Dr. Irving H. Itkin, head of 
allergy and asthma research at 
National Jewish Hospital, said 
in an interview that the mold, 
known 
as 
Candida 
albacans, 
grows in any warm, moist area 
—and it is often found in a hu­ 
man’s mouth or throat 
•’Possibly half the human pop­ 
ulation carries it around,” Itkin 
said. 
ENCOURAGED EY DRUGS 
The growth of the mold, Itkin 
added, is encouraged by the 
prolonged use of antibiotics and 
steroid drugs used to treat asth­ 
ma and arthritis. 
Itkin also said that the pres­ 
ence of the mold within one’s 
body does not necessarily mean 
the person is susceptible to asth­ 
ma. Only those who are sensi­ 
tive—or allergic—to the mold 
will probably get asthma. 
The mold itself doesn’t gener­ 
ally cause disease — although it 
has been blamed for thrush, a 
childhood ailment encouraged 
by lack of vitamins. Thrush is 
no longer common in the United 
States and usually, said Itkin, 
the mold grows quite harm­ 
lessly.

The girl, Marise Chiveret, 
was buried Saturday in St. Jo­ 
seph’s Cemetery after a Re­ 
quiem Mass at the Most Prec­ 
ious Blood Roman C a t h o l i c 
Church.

Itkin said that an Isaeli pa­ 
tient was brought to the hospi­ 
tal suffering from asthma of an 
apparently 
unknown 
origin. 
About the same time Itkin had 
learned that the incidence of the 
mold was very high in Israel. 
Itkin tested the patient with an 
extract of the mold and found 
that it produced a severe aller­ 
gic reaction. 
During a study program that 
followed, 81 patients were test­ 
ed with the same extract. The 
results, Itkin said, proved that 
sensitivity to the mold was a 
frequent cause of asthma.

The Answer: The problem doubt­ 
less appears worse than it is. 
Added to a powerful chin, a little 
fledi—particularly Jowly or crepey 
flesh—looks like a lot.

The Democrats on the Senate 
Rules Committee overpowered 
the GDP minority Monday and 
refused to call White House aide 
Walter 
Jenkins,

fund raiser Matt McCloskey and 
others to testify. 
Chairman B. Everett Jordan, 
D-N.C., 
said 
their 
testimony 
would be irrelevant or repeti- 
. tive of what has been heard al­ 
ready in its investigation of 
Baker, former secretary to the 
Senate's Democratic majority. 
"H EARD ENOUGH" 
The committee is exploring 
whether conflict of interest was 
involved as Baker, while a $19,- 
60. a year Senate official, ac­ 
cumulated a fortune he estimat­ 
ed in excess of $2 million. The 
Temocrats contend they have 
heard enough evidence already 
to provide the basis for a report 
to the Senate. 
Jordan called the committee 
to another closed door meeting 
today to consider one by one 
witnesses the Republicans want 
called before the inquiry ends. 
Sen. Hugh Scott, R-Pa., pre­ 
dicted to a news conference that 
"the result will be the same 
whitewash.” 
“ And from the same bucket,” 
Scott added in bitter tones. 
"CHOFFHD DOWN" 
He said the Republicans, out­

Hauft said he 
had talked with Edward Bennett 
Williams, Baker’s counsel, and 
had been given a copy of the 
original returns he prepared 
and signed for Baker. 
He said that as he under 
stands it, Baker later thought of 
another deduction, rewrote the 
tax return and that someone 
signed Hauft's name to it but 
evidently had made no effort to 
mpfrjt the handwriting resemble 
Hauft's. 
Hauft said he would have 
signed the new figures had he 
been asked to do so.

COSTS VS. VALUES 
In Education Price Is Not Proof 
Now York Suffers From Urbanization 


JIM DAN HILL 
IN DENOUNCING the var­ 
iables of quality in “the educa­ 
tional crazy quilt of Am erica/' 
Dr. Robert M. Hutchins, in a 
recently syndicated, short es­ 
say, seeks to prove his point by 
contrasts in costs per pupil and 
teachers’ 
salaries 
within the 
various states of the Union. 
He suggests that New York 
and Alaska probably have the 
best educational systems be­ 
cause they are spending more 
dollars per pupil. 
Arriving at values in terms 
of the price |gg is always a 
dubious procedure in buying 
anything, be it a car, a coal 
scuttle or a clutch of Easter 
lilies. Applied to education, it 
is downright folly. 
With 
the 
much 
publicized 
high cost of living, and the price 
at everything in Alaska, it is 
axiomatic that the public school 
costs per pupil are higher there 
than in most states. 
Would he argue that a dollar 
hamburger in Anchorage is bet 
ter than one of the same weight, 
size and culinary care in Pierre, 
S D., merely because the latter 
was priced at 40 cents. 


NBW 
YORK 
is 
something 
else. 
The 
Empire 
state is 
wealthy in resources for educt 
tion and all else. The New York 
public schools once enjoyed an 
enviable reputation. Those in 
the up-state counties and smal­ 
ler cities continue to be held in 
high 
esteem, 
notwithstanding 
some incredible handicaps im 
posed by a heavy-handed, state 
bureaucracy that dominates de­ 
tails and smothers initiative in 
the name of uniform policies 
and standards. 
But it is New York’s large 
cities that create the high per 
pupil costs. They can not avoid 
it. The working conditions are 
so intolerable there is little or 
no element of professional en 
joyment or feeling of achieve­ 
ment. Correspondingly higher 
salaries must be paid. 
Indeed, it is somewhat amas 
log that New York is able to 
employ classroom teachers at 
the salary scales they do offer. 


NO LONGIR ago than last 
Friday, seven attacks by en­ 
rolled, juvenile delinquents up­ 
on women and men teachers 
were made and officially re­ 
ported. School officials agree 
that many such incidents occur 
and are not reported. 
Too often the teacher must 
work under the abstract but 
accepted theory by parents and 
school officials that none but 
poor teachers ever have trouble 
with bad pupils.

Indeed, would you send your 
young son or daughter to such 
a school if you had another 
choice? As for myself, I would 
try to find a cousin, uncle, or an 
aunt laving in Pierre, S. D., 
with whom the youngster could 
live while going to Pierre High 
School. I am sure it would be 
better. 
And I have picked South Da­ 
kota because that state is one

frowned upon by Dr. Hutchins 
merely because its resources 
are limited and it happens to be 
in the nation’s lowest bracket 
for teacher salaries and per 
pupil costs.
